The fundamental grievances of 
the steel workers, the investigators 
found, were excessive hours, the 
“boss system.“ and the lack of right 
to organize. 

The strike was conducted, it was 
found, “in orthodox fashion accord- 
ing to the A. F. or L. rules, and 
while radicals generally sympa- 
thized with the strikers, as was nat- 
ural, they, were effectually de- 
barred by the strike leaders, and 
far from having influence in it, 
they often denounced and opposed 
those who condwtted the strike.” 

There was a twelve-hour day, 
whether on a broken division o 
11-13 hours or 10-14 hours, the re- 
port finds.

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Make Governor's Bor- 


A constitutional amendment, which 
was drawn by Secretary of State 
S G. McLendon and which meets 
the hearty indorsement of Comp- 


troller General W. 4 Wright and 


Treasurer W. J. Speer as a measure 
which will permanently cure what 
are known as “casual deficiencies” 


in the treasury, was introduced in 
the house yesterday by, Representa- 
tive George Carswell, of Wilkinson. 

The bill to which reference has 
already been made several times in 
4 Constitution proposes to make 

he governor's power so elastic that 
he can obtain money to meet any 
temporary needs, provided he does 
not exceed the estimated revenue 
of the current year. 

Speaking of the measure Tuesday, 
Treasurer Speer said: “I believe the 
enactment of this constitutional 
amendment would cure the trouble 
that we have been having from year 
to year with appropriations falling 
due before the money is collected to 
pay them. The governor would 
then have the right, upon the filing, 
with him of a statement by the 
comptroller general and the freas- 
urer setting furth the need of a 
temporary loan and naming the ap- 
propriation to be paid by it, of bor- 
rowing such funds as he may need.” 

Omitting the caption and the for- 
mal portions, the proposed constitu- 
tional améndment is as fallows: 

Be it enacted by the general assembly of 
the state of Georgia and it is hereby enact- 
ed by authority of the same by a two-thirds 
at constitution of 

the same. is 


Paragraph One (1), which is in the fol- 
lowing language: No debt shall be con- 
tracted by or on behalf of the state, ex- 
cept, to supply (such temporary deficit as 
nmy exist in the treasury in any year from 
necessary delay in collecting the taxes of 
that year), (a) to repel invasion, suppress 
insurrection, and defend the state in time of 
war, or to pay the existing public debt; but 
t t created to supply deficiencies in 
revenue shail not on in the aggregate, 
five hundred thousand dollars, and any loan 
made for this purpose shall be repaid out 
of the taxes levied for the year in which 
the loan is made.“ ' 
And by substituting therefor the following 
to be known as Article. Seven (7) Section 
Three (3) Paragraph One (1): 

No shall be contracted by or on 
behalf of the state except tp repel invasion, 
suppress insurrection, défend the state in 
time of war, pay the existing public debt, 
or temporarily anticipate the receipt in the 
treasury of public revenue, from taxes al- 
ready levied for the year, but not yet due, 
in the following manner, to wit: Upon 
the filing with the governor, in writing, by 
the comptroller general and treasurer of a

That is the situ- 
ation that has confronted the pro- 
ducer. 

The consumer who ‘bought the 
cured ham, cured shoulder, 
bacon, fresh loin and fat back that 
this 250 pound hog produced paid at 
the average retail shop $77.50. This 
$77.50 is paid for only 80 per cent of 
the marketable portion of the hog. 
It does not include the head, feet, 
liver and heart, etc. Neither does it 
include by products that sell $11 to 
$14 per hog. : 

Ninety dollars is a conservative 
estimate of the amount the ultimate 
consumer paid for the hog the 
farmer sold for $33. This repre- 
sents an increase of 200 per cent 
between producer and consumer. 

Any one familiar with the killing 
of hogs and handling of meat knows 
that this is an unreasonable spread. 
It is simply a cake of excessive 
profiteering in a particularly valu- 
able food, especially to the laboring 
man. : 

It is another instance emphasiz- 
ing the necessity of closer coO-opera- 
tion between the producer and con- 
Sumer of meats to remedy the pres- 
ent situation of excessive costs.

Discussing the policy of banks 
extending credit on automobile 
paper, this eminent authority 
says— ‘ 


“Complaint is made that cars are 
sold on time and the bank has to 
finance the paper. Does any one 
ever borrow money for a home and 
pay off the loan in six months? 
True, some unwise risks have been 
taken, but losses have been negli- 
gible.” 


In a similar article; and which 
was published under the same 
auspices, Harry G. Meeck, of St. 
Louis, general manager of the Na- 
tional Automobile Dealers’ associa- 
tion, points out that— 


“Our railroad systems are no- 
toriously, tragically. inadequate to 
provide even a minimum of trans- 
portation. Our street railways can 
say little more for themselves. Ag- 
ricultural production is at its 
threatened lowest ebb. Planted 
crops are in danger of being lost 
because of inability to get laborers. 


“The automobile has solved the 
Problem of neighborhood transpcr- 
tation of farm workers, quickly, in- 
stantaneously, one might say. There 
are numerous other reasons why 
the automobile has become a part 
of the equipment of every farm but 
space forbids their mention. Suffi- 
cient to say that the farmers of this 
country last year owned 2,366,475 
passenger cars and approximately 
100,000 trucks and this year the 
number will be even further in- 
creased. ° 


“The automobile is an integral 
part of the life of the farm and a 
part of the life of the city worker. 
The automobile represents a unit of 
sale so large (approximately $1,000) 
that banking assistance, in many 
instances is needed to help finance 
the purchase, The automobile buyer 
is a type that can be depended upon 
to meet his obligations. He is will- 
ing to- pay commensurate interest 
rate@ for his loans, Safety and ex- 
cellent interest—what more desir- 
able field for loans could the bank- 
er desire? Coupled. with that he 
knows that he is speeding up ef- 
ficiency, production, accomplish- 
ment.“ 

There is no doubt that the auto- 
mobile has its place, and a very 
Important one, in the modern 
scheme of things, and that it is a 
twentieth century necessity: in 
every-day life. 7

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FOR OUR UNIVERSITY. 

What the University of Georgia 
has contributed to the character, 
prosperity, happiness and prestige 
of the state, is beyond the power 
of any man to say; neither can its 
possible usefulness in the future 
be appraised. ’ 

But every thoughtful citizen of 
Georgia must appreciate the ‘ruth- 
fulness of the statement recently 
issued by a committee of the 
alumni association of the univer- 
sity, in behalf of the proposed 
alumni endowment fund of $1,000,- 
000 that is being raised for the 


University of Georgia is the pace- 
maker of education in the state,” 
and that “if you should tear the 
record of the university from the 
history of the state—if you should 
remove. the influence of those 
minds educated at Georgia~that 
history would, indeed, be barren.” 

The university, however, like so 
many other state: maintained insti- 
tutions in Georgia, is deplorably 
handicapped, and its usefulness se- 
riously curtailed, by the need of 
adequate financial support. 

For example, in 1906, fourteen 
Fears ago, a new agricultural build- 
ing was erected at a cost of 8100, 
000; since which time the state 
legislature has not appropriated 
one dollar for buildings on the uni- 
versity campus! 

And the last appropriation that 
has been made for dormitory con- 
struction on the campus was nine- 
teen years ago, when the student 
body numbered only approximately 
350 young men, and since which 
time the enrollment has increased 
to 1,258 students. ‘ 
versity seats only 624 students, or 
about one-half of the number en- 
rolled last year. |

students, or about one-fifth of the 
number normally to be served.

six from the College of Agriculture 
had resigned prior to the end of

its present demands, but to enable 
it to grow and keep pace with the

Editor Constitution. The edito- 
rial in last Sunday’s Constitution, 
“Back to the Farm,” was good, and 
doubtless true, but the part that is 
amusing to any automobile dealer 
is the quotations from M. B. Well- 
born’s article, for the latter is 
rather inconsistent—preaches one 
thing and practices ahother. 

As governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Atlanta; he has cur- 
tailed the credit of nearly every 
automobile dealer in the sixth dis- 
trict, and if there is any one thing 
that will put people back on the 
farm it is an automobile, and it 
is the only thing that will keep 
them there. It is unnecessary for 
me to recite the benefits to the 
world that have accrued from tlife 
automobile, but I wish to call the 
attention to the benefits that have 
accrued to the farmer and to his 
wife and children. 

Go back to statistics several years 
ago and they showed that 50 per 
cent of the inmates of the state 
asylum were farmers’ wives. A 
continuous treadmill of toil’ with- 
out pleasures of any kind. What 
could you expect? The government 
statistics derived from data from 
the world war shows that the chil- 
dren of farmers are below those of 
city dwellers in every respect. Can 
Mr. Wellborn answer why? 

To go back a little. I lived on a 
farm for fifteen years and if I had 
had an automobile I would have 
been there now, but like so many 
other farmers, I had to move to 
town to educate my children. The 
automobile has made that unnec- 
essary now. 

Sirice 1917 there has 
automobiles sold to farmers and 
most of them on credit, and they 
were paid for. You now see the 
wives and children of farmers come 
to town in their:car, when prior 
to that time, they did not get to 
town once a year. They go to the 
moving picture show, go to church 
more, visit their friends more. In 
short, life has opened up a new vis- 
ta to them; made living on a farm 
real living instead of simply ex- 
isting. ‘

to pay cash for his car. The smal! 
landholder and share cropper is not 
and Mr. Wellborn by his ruling on 
bank oredits takes away from them 
the privilege of real living.

The Entry of Smith 
No Great Surprise! 


The entrance of Senator Smith in 
the race to succeed himself has oc- 
casioned no surprise.

Wherever Georgians go they usu- 
ally make good.

Straw Ballot Shows 
The Drift to Dorsey. 

D. Hamilton Brackett tells me 
of an interesting straw ballot he 
took a few days ago on the senato- 
rial race as between Dorsey and 
Smith. It was on the train to Cal- 
houn, and there were a total of 
forty-two white Georgia voters 
aboard, the other passengers being 
women, children, young men who 
had not yet reached their majorities, 
out-of-state people and so on.

HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, K. D. 


HOW Do YOU FUNCTION—4 
BEING SICK ENOUGH. 

In our fast conference on this 
subject we played a scurvy trick on 
the reader. Told him to sit quiet- 
ly at rest for fifteen minutes, then 
to take four or five moderately 
deeper breaths than ordinary. some- 
thing like sighs rather than hard or 
heavy breathing, then to hold his 
breath as long as he could, timing 
himself with a watch. We told him 
that the normal breaking noint, 
when breathing must be resumed, 
is approximately forty seconds, and 
that if he couldn’t last that long 
without breathing he was beginning 
to die. Then, assuring him that he 
need not be alarmed about that, we 
hinted that he might even yet come 
back to life—and then we called it 
a day and dismissed Virginia. 

But Virginia is a paragon of ef- 
ficiency. She is right back on the 
job, all set, to take down the next 
chapter and a little sorry, too, about 
the cruel conclusion of our last 
chapter. Virginia has much too 
much sympathy for the laity any- 
way, but we hope to break her of 
that in time. 

Now, dear reader, if you broke 
under forty seconds that by no 
means proves that you have heart 
disease; it might as readily signify 
a bad cause of autointoxication or 
something the matter with your 
lungs. But we can’t withdraw the 
assertion made in the last confer- 
ence, namely, that it does certain- 
ly mean you are beginning to ot 
that you are, oh, say one-eight 
dead now. But don’t take that too 
seriously, for didn’t we assure you 
that you can still come back and be 
as much alive as any of us? 

What is a physician’s work, if 
not comforting the dying? All a 
doctor does is go about assuring 
people who very all the way from 
one-fiftieth to half or more dead 
that there is soap, hope, or dope, 
as the case may be. 

How nearly dead should an in- 
dividual be before he makes up his 
mind to consult his physician? 
Opinons vary, according to educa- 
tion. Educated folks consult the 
physician when in doubt; uneduca- 


ted folks wait until they feel pret- 
ty sure they are going to die, then 
cher call in the doctor. If human 
life had an established value, like 
real estate, this might be different. 
A man who owns a house hollers 
fire and sends for the fire depart- 
ment the moment he smells smoke; 
but his health and life are not. 80 
important, so he gambles with em 
for a long time before he decides to 
call the doctor. That is what the 
stupendous patent medicine industry 
and the countless plausible short- 
cut systems of healing are for—for 
the great American gamble. 

From 100 per cent health down 
to zero, which is death, there are 
all grades of—what? Not health. 


Can't call 1 short of 100 per 
cent health. There is no other word 
than death for it. Everybody knows 
that dying by inches is reality, but, 
what with so much gambling going 
on, and such dense ignorance of all 
that pertains to health and hygiene, 
few know enough to realize when 
they are dying by inches, until there 
are only a few inches left.

“Alumni and friends of ‘Georgia. 
You ust give your attention to 
this. You must Know that these 
statements are not conjectures and 
theories only, but are facts,” says 
the bulletin. 

Million Dollar Campaign. 

With this state of facts facing 
the university its friends and alum- 
ni all over the state at the last 
commencement banquet in Athens 
planned a million dollar campaign 
to supply funds while the state 15 
fianciaily unable to devote money 
to the institution. At this time 
more than $100,000 was pledged by 
members present as a starter for 
the fund. 

While no active steps have been 
taken gince the commencement oc- 
casion to raise the remainder of the 
million dollar fund, ‘it is expected 
that campaign committees in the 
various counties will be named and 
that the drive will be launched with 
a view to securing the entire quota 
within the coming month. : 

“The most urgent of ali needs at 
this time facing the university is 
the matter of pay for its faculty.“ 
according to the bulletin. “Salaries 
have increased only about an aver- 
age of 25 pex cent in the last tairty 
years, whereas today Hving costs 
are two and one-halt times as great 
as five years ago. This has inade 
it extremely ditficult for Chancel- 
lor Barrow to maintain the person- 
nel of the facutly. Since 1918 fif- 
teen out of forty-five of the faculty 
of Franklin college and state col- 
lege and twenty-six out of sixty 
from the College of Agriculture 
have resigned. Other members. of 
the faculty will submit resignations 
at the end of thig term, not because 
the profession is becoming any the 
less interesting, but because they 
are not paid enough to live. It is 
impossible to replace these men 
with men as good on the present 
salary eee tec of Cell 

tige of College. 

“The prestige of the college ha 
not faded yet, and we do not intend 
that it shall, but it has been main- 
tained only by heroic effort. It is 
imperative that the teacher should 
be free from r worries if he is 
to do his best work. On the present 
salary basis the university cannot 
expect to maintain a satisfied and 
efticient faculty.” 

Discussing the vital importance 
of the university to the state, the 
bulletin says: 

Value of Educated Men. 

„The war has taught us the value 
of educated men. They not only 
furnish practically the entire body 
of commissioned officers, but also 
the sa dese. forces in every branch 
of war service. The offort put forth 
by America, which earned the won- 
der of all mankind, was made pos- 
sible by the keen thinking minds of 
this country—trained miads. 

“This lesson of education has given 
impetus to every school and college 
in America. In order to meet new 
demands it ig imperatively neces- 
sary that larger and better equip- 
ment in the way of teachers and 
meterial facilities be provided 
throughout our entire educational 
system. 

“By the people of Georgia this 
éntire matter must be considered 
most seriously. As it stands, we 
occupy, in matters of education, the 
fourth place from the bottom in the 
list of states. Georgia is to achieve 
her rightful position in the rank of 
states, she must do so through the 
trained minds pf her citizens. 

Key te System. 

“The key to the educational sys- 
tem of Georgia is her university— 
the oldest state university in the 
union. The institution occupies the 
capstone of the state’s educational 
system. Upon its vitality and effici- 
ency the intellectual and even the 
material life of the state is largely. 
dependable. If you should tear the 
record of the university from the 
history of the state, if you shoulda 
remove the influence of those minds 
educated at Georgia, that history 
would indeed be barren. _ 

“The people of Georgia are in a 
large measure unaware of the con- 
structive aay that has been and 
is being dene by her own universi- 
ty; many of her alumni indeed are 
but little acquainted with this 
work. It is generally known that 
the agricultural epartment is 
reaching into 9 nook and cran- 
ny of the state an slowly b 
ly is elevating the social and agri- 
cultural life of the state.

For the thirteenth successive time, 
since the inauguration of interna- 
tional yachting contests a half cen- 
tury ago, a British challenger has 
been. defeated by a Yankee defender 
of the America’s cup, the perpetual 
trophy named from the schooner 
yacht America, which won the first 
race from Great Britain in 1812. 

Before Shamrock IV., twelve chal- 
lengers strove in vain for the hun- 
dred guinea powtes mug, which, 
since its founding as a world yacht- 
ing prize, has been in the custody 
of the New York Yacht club. 

Sir Thomas Lipton has failed in 
his fourth &ttempt to realize a cher- 
ished ambition, after trying since 
1899, with four different Shamrocks 
to return the 838 grail to the 
h Ulster acht club of Eng- 
and. 

In only one instance in the his- 
tory of the cup races until the 1920 
series, had a challenger won a sin- 
gle race. This was on October 19, 
1871, when the English schooner 
Livonia defeated the New York 
Yacht club’s defender, Columbia, 
which suffered a broken steering 
gear. 

The first race for the cup as 
world trophy was on August 8, 1870 
in lower New York bay when thé 
clallenging boat, Cambria, had to 
compete against the entire fleet of 
the New York Yacht club. Cambria 
finished tenth in the event, which 
was won by Magic, of the Amer- 
ican fleet. his is the only instance 
in which a challenger has had to 
race more than a single defender. 

The defender, Columbia, took 
three straight races, but undaunted, 
the Irish baronet came back two 
years later with Shamrock II. and 
again Columbia took three succes- 
sive events. In 1903 he returned 
with Shamorck III., which «met and 
was defeated by three straight races 
by Relfance, largest of all the cup 
defenders.
